There is no longer any anxiety as to the 
ability of the American forces at Manila 
to maintain their position. It is an 
nouncccl that Aguimildo has merely -re- 
tired to deliberate on the situation." but

Military Authorities IMvided 
Regarding 


Sending jtlesfulars or Volunteer** to llie 
Itlaud—State luHmjiicu—Expect Trouble 
witli Cuban Guurrillaa. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—There is a 


difference ot" opinion among military 
authorities here as to which 'troops 
should be sent to Cuba. There is a 
feeling at the war department that if 
volunteers are to be used for garrison 
duty they should be the first sent. By 
using available volunteers now it would 
give the regulars who have been at 
Santiago a chance for further rest, and 
they would he in excellent- condition 
to take the place of volunteers with- 
drawn from Cuba and Porto Rico. The 
regular army is comparatively small at 
present, the limit placed upon it by 
law being 61.000. The ranks are not 
fully recruited, but were they full, the 
regulars would not present fi sufficient 
force .to garrison the new possessions 
and retain the strength desired at 
home. 


The pressure from the states to have 


the volunteers mustered out is so great 
that the administration is hesitating 
about sending a large number of vol- 
unteer regiments to the islands for 
garrison duty. 


It is almost decided to send no regi- 


ments that show a desire not to go. 
This would apply to nearly all save the 
immune regiments. 
These soldiers, 


•being picked up from everywhere, are 
not favored with any state influence, 
they are treated exactly as regulars, 
and will see service until no longer 
Deeded by the government. There are 
ten of these regiments, and every one 
of them will be sent to Cuba. 


Torrey's cavalry, the Second cavalry, 


"Cnited States voVmteers, will probably 
be sent to Cuba. Most of the troopers 
of this regiment have no objection to 
several more months of army service. 
Most of these soldiers are plainsmen 
from Wyoming and the northwest. 
It 


is feared here that even after the main 
Cuban army is disbanded there will bs 
more or less troxible with roving bands 
of Cuban guerrillas, who are no better 
than outlaws and who will keep in the 
saddle and under arms as long as they 
can find anything off which to live. It 
is possible that some of these bands 
will have to be run down and disarmed. 


BOW TO THE IXEV1TABT.E. 


Cubans Realize That We Meun to Deal 


Fairly with Them. 


Havana, Sept. 19.—The Cuban in- 


surgents appear to be slowly accepting 
the logic of the situation and are much 
more docile than they have been at any 
time since the talk of annexation be- 
gan. 


They cling to the hope that when the 


United 
States has cleaned out 
the 


Spanish it will reconstruct the govern- 
ment of the island on the lines of Cu- 
ban independence and will ultimately 
recognize the insurgent 
government 


established two years ago. 


Still, for the present they are con- 


vinced that the agitation for recogni- 
tion will result in more harm than 
good to their cause. 


The 
present program is 
confined 


to summoning all their forces to the 
support of their claim that they are 
capable of self-government. 


Mcrrlum, Hawaii and Manilla. 


Washington, Sept. 19.—Gen. Merriam 


•will arrive in San Francisco this week, 
and as soon ae the department has 
communicated with him it will be de- 
cided how many troops are to be sent 
to Hawaii. 
There are 5,000 troops- 


volunteers and regulars—now at Pre- 
sidio, Cat., and the opinion of military 
men in Washington is that they should 
be sent to Hawaii. They would be 
there ready to be sent to Manila. 


Secretary Meiklejohn said that more 


troops would be sent to Manila soon, 
but he did not know just where they 
were to come from. 


Sicklies* In Tliird Illinois. 


Kankakee, 111., Sept. 19.—Three hun- 


dred members of the Third Illinois vol- 
mueer-s are in the hospitals at Guaya- 
ma and vicinity in Porto Rico, suffer- 
ing from typhoid, malaria and bone 
fevers, dysentery and stomach disor- 
ders, according to an officer who has 
just returned from 
the island. The 


sickness is increasing, notwithstanding 
the regin*sntal officers are doing their 
utmost to check the spread and care 
for the il'.. The sick ratio Is greater 
than ever before and the losses from 
death are staggering. 


For Army Inquiry.

She had been ill for several weeks 


and a fortnight ago her ailment was 
uiagnosed as malarial gastritis. 
At 


times her condition became very seri- 
ous, but frequent rallies gave hope that 
she would ultimately recover. 


Saturday night, however, a relapse 


in Miss Davis' condition was noticed 
and through the night she lost strength 
perceptibly.
